Applicant's arguments filed 02/05/2009 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant stated, "In particular, Tacklind does not show a display that highlights one of the body parts when an image section corresponding 
to the body part has information to be displayed, as presently claimed". However, Examiner clearly stated in the final office action that, "But 
Tacklind does not specifically disclose a display coupled (i) to a multimedia processor and (ii) to the server over a network, wherein said 
display (i) presents personalized health information in the form of a body image corresponding to a plurality of body parts of a person and 
(ii) highlights one of the body parts in response to the personalized health model". Dormond clearly teaches this limitation, as stated in the 
previous office action. Applicant has merely alleged that the combination of Tacklind in view of Dormond does show said limitation without 
specifically and distinctly pointing out the supposed error in respect to Examiner's citations. Examiner kindly requests that the Applicant 
reconsider the final office action more thoroughly.. 
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
